" Saddle white Murray for the field to-day," 


said we to our JLivery friend, on Saturday last. 
No sooner said than done. "Old Whiley"stood 
paddled and bridled, waiting "oor convenience." 
We were ready ero long, and feeling " armed 
and well-prepared," dnshod out upon tlie plank, 
waving an adieu to our " bonny city,'' whoso 
thousand roofs, and many spire?, glistened and 
Bparhled in the rnys of tbe autumn BUD, while 
tho Lake, inlthe distance, studded with white- 
winged vessels, stretched its dark-Wuo waters, 
till tliey seemingly miugled with the 'airy ocean' 
above.

" land about'1 and were much pleased with its 
general character. This Kegion of Wisconsin 
is one of the, if not tht best for fruit-growing 
in the State. Dr. Putnam has two large apple 
orbliards of six aud twelve acres, which yield 
abundantly, and have proved quite remunera- 
tive. Witb peaches tbe Dr. has met with but 
little success, and he is of tho opinion that they 
cannot be successfully raised. For agricultural 
purposes the soil is excellent, and we question 
whether the " Garden of Eden1' could produce 
better vegetables or farming products general- 
ly, even before the fall of Adam. The Put- 
nams constitute the most influential part of tho 
community thereabouts, and of themselvea.

Break- 
fast ovcr,wo again mounted our horse, and with 
many kind thanks to our now-made, but long-to- 
be-reinembered friends, rode away at a BV. ing- 
ing gallop. 


The morning was one of those glorious ones, 


when earth and air and sky combine to make 
all things attractive ana* lovely, and as wtr rode 
along, drinking in the delicious atmosphere, and 
gazing upon the woods nnd fields, we felt how 
Almighty was that power, who, out of chaos, 
could create such wonders, and thus musing and 
soliloquizing, passed into a state of semi-forget- 
fulness, until our reverie was suddenly broken 
by the appearance of a well-known Tavern, 
where our friend Crounse " holdetb forth."— 
There we dismounted, and, by "urgent request,'' 
(as musical performers say,} consented to re- 
main to dinner. A thrilling squawk of an un- 
fortunnto chicken, undergoing the guillotine 
process of decapitation, only confirmed our 
purpose, and we already feasted, in anticipation. 
upon the young offspring of some maternal hen. 
To while away the hours before dinner, we 
mingled with the poultry, ingratiated ourselves 
into tho affections of sundry kittens, and creat- 
ed ft terrible commotion in tho barn, by inter- 
fering with the "laying" propensities of venera- 
ble hen*, who, ensconced in barrels, were qui- 
etly meditating upon thej"afTairs of the nation," 
and cackled furiously because our "prying' 
propensities forced us to insert our arms into 
their quiet retreats.

Cnliiornin—Jnpnn. 


We give a sntnary of the most important 


news brought by the last steamer from Cali- 
fornia. It is interesting, though not of any 
special importance. 
Full returns of the late 


election h»d been received. Though notofficN 
nllv counted, they had satisfactorily established 
that the entire K. X. ticket was elected. John- 
sou for Governor, has a majority of 5,011 votes. 
The Prohibitory Liquor Law has been defeated 
by a majority of about 4,000. According to 
the papers, the new Legislature is composed of 
72 Know Notbings,39 Democrats,and 2 Whiga. 
The K. N-'a have a majority of four in the 
Senate and nineteen in the Assembly. 
Some 


of the victorious party are proposing to elect 
two United States Senators, but it is not be- 
lieved that they will bo able to effect their obs 
ject. 
We see no indication as to who will be 


elected Senator in the place of Gwin. The 
State Agricultural Fair was held in Sitcramen> 
to, on the 29:h of September, and was on the 
whole very successful. The schooner Footc. 
brought to San Francisco, the first cargo of 
Japanese goods. They wore sold at auction 
for 823,000, about eight times their original 
cost. 


This is the first lot of Japanese manufactures 


ever imported direct to the United States, and 
as such they are deserving of particular notice- 
It is a common belief that in character and 
style of manufacture, the Japanese and Chi- 
nese goods and wares are similar. But that im- 
pression is erroneous. The Chinese are at best 
but imitators of the Japanese, and in some arx 
tides of cabinet manufacture of the Japanese, 
a degree of skill is exhibited never displayed in 
Chinese work. 


The Mosaic work is perhaps the highest ac- 


complishment of the Japanese cabinet-maker, 
and in this he has no equ;il. The lacquered- 
ware is also far superior to the Chinese, and in 
vstriety^of form and exactness of fitting, the ar- 
ticles of this species of manufacture are really 
curiosities of workmanship. 
There are also 


pieces of furniture very beautifully and intrN 
cutely wrought, with a fine species of Bamboo. 
One of the chief figures of attraction \a a box, 
mnde from a half decayed log of he.ivy timber. 
The inside is beautifully finished with enamel, 
while the outside presents the natural surface 
much eaten by worms. There are a few speci- 
mens of figured silk goods; these are of very 
rich patterns and of high finish. The web is 
heavier than that of French goods of the same 
class, and it is evident the Japanese are poss* 
cesed of the art of color blending, an art of 
which the Chinese are entirely ignorant, or at 
least they do notsipply it in the manufacture of 
silk goods. There are also some finer goods of 
about the texture of the Florence silks. These 
samples, however, prove that the Japanese 
knowledge of silk manufacture is not confined 
to one class of fabric. 


Among the curiosities of !no collection, is a 


small table, made from the half-petrified trunk 
of a tree. The timber ia of a species known 
alone to Japan, and rarely got oven in that re- 
gion. In color the wood appears to be a com- 
bination of white pine and darkest ebony; its 
grain is nearly straight. The porcelain ware is 
very beautiful. The articles are chiefly small 
vessels for tho toilet table. They appear almost 
too frail and delicate for the touch ; but, nltho' 
so frail they are valuable as articles of utility 
being much less liable to destruction than com- 
mon china ware. 


The Recent RnilRond Accident. 


The accident, at Gasconade, ou the St. Louis 


and Pacific Rail Road, is ono of the most heart- 
rendering which has ever taken place in our 
Country. Over twenty were killed out-right 
and many were frightfully wounded. 


The accident took place about half past one 


o'clock in the afternoon. As the bridge was 
neared there was no stopping of tho train, but 
only a slackening of the speed, to make the- 
passage more secure, and give the persons, ou 
board an opportunity of viewing the stucture. 


'When the engine had just reached the edge 


of the second pier, the weight of eight or ten of 
the heavily laden cars was to great, and the 
timbers gave way with a terrible crash. 
The 


fall was about thirty feet, and the space be- 
tween the piers, where tho cars were crushed, 
was a surface of dry land covered with mud, 
rooks,and sand, instead of water as we have 
stated above. All tho train was precipitated, 
with the exceptions of one of hindmost curs, 
and the locomotive attached in the rear. 
The 


crash, and the shrieks of the passengers as the 
bridge give way, are represented as most terri- 
ble. The forward engine h.iviutj just reached 
the second pier went down with the train, and 
as it foil turned completely over, and back up* 
ou the nearest cars, crushing the timbers aud 
passengers in tho most appalling manner. Tho 
middle cars wore badly crushed by their own 
weight aud those in the rear, precipitated with 
great violence over the abutment down upon 
the ruins beneath. One car which had been 
set apart for the company of tho St. Louis

picture harrowing beyond anything tho mind 
can imagine.

established rates are not too high — higher than 
tho roads are justly entitled to ask.

tho inspected steamers under the law, since it 
first went into operation, which will shortly be 
published. There has been an immense-loss of 
property, principally by the sinking and bnrn- 
ing of steamboats; but there has been but little 
loss of life, by explosions and collisions, on our 
interior waters. The loss of life during tho 
year ending September 30th, 1S53, was as fol- 
lows :

CURIOUS PHENOMENON.—Professor Henry,

A variety of 
experiments were made, with a view to ascer-
